The labor movement of modern limes is the product of past ages. It has come to us for the impetus 
of our dap, in pursuit of its uorld-wide. mission of emancipation. 

Unionism, as applied to labor in the modern sense, is the fruit and flower af the last century. 

In the United States, as in other countries, the trade union dates from the beginning of industrial 
society. 

During the colonial period of our history, when agriculture was the principal pursuit, when the shop 
was small and work was done by hand with simple toots, and the worker could virtually employ himself, 
there was no unionism among the workers. ' 

117/m machinery was applied-to industry, and mill and factory took the place of the country black¬ 
smith shop; when the workers were divorced from their tools and recruited in the.mills; when they were 
obliged to compete against each Oliver for employment; when they found themselves in the labor market 

with but a low bid on none al all upon their labor power; when they began to realize that as toolless work¬ 

ingmen they were at the mercy of the tool-owning masters, the necessity for union among them took rod, 
and as industry developed, the trade union movement followed in its wake and became a factor in' the 
struggle of the workers against the aggressions of thqir employers. 

In liis search for the beginnings of trade unionism in our country, Prof. Richard T. Ely, .in his 

"Labor Movement in America,"-says: "I find no traces of anything like a modern trades union in ilie 

colonial period of American history, and it is evident, on reflection, that there was little need, if arty, of 
organisation on the part of labor at that lime." * * * 

"Such manufacturing, as was found, consisted largely in the production of valucs-in-use. Clothing, 
for example, was spun and woven, and then converted into garments in the household for its various mem¬ 
bers. The artisans comprised chiefly the carpenter, the blacksmith anil the shoemaker; many of whom 
worked in their tittle shops with no employes, while the number of subordinates in any one shop was al¬ 
most invariably small, and it would probably have been difficult to find a journeymen who did not expect, 
in a few years, to become, an independent producer." 

This was. the general Condition from the labor standpoint at the close of the eighteenth century. 
Rut with the . dawn of the new century and the application of machinery and the spread of industry that 
fallowed came the beginning of the change.. The workers gradually organized in unions and began to 
take active measures to increase their wages and otherwise improve their condition. Referring to this early 
period in the rise of unionism, the same author records the incident of one of the first strikes as follows: 
"Something very tike a modem strike occurred in the year ISt/d. The sailors in Aeic York received ten 
dollars a month, but wished an increase of four dollars a month, and endeavored to enforce their demands 
by quitting work. It is said that they marched about the city, accompanied by a band, and compelled sea¬ 
men. employed at the old wages, to leave their ships and join them. Rut the iniquitous combination and 
conspiracy tows, which viewed concerted action of laborers as a crime, were then in force in all modem 
lands, and 'the constables were soon in pursuit, arrested the leader, lodged him in jail, and so ended the 
earliest of labor strikes .'" 

This sounds as if it had been the occurrence of yesterday, instead of more than a hundred years ago. 
The combiiuition and conspiracy taws have been repeated, but the labor leader furcs no better now than 
when these laws were still on 'the statute books. ' The writ of injunction is now made to serve the purpose 
of the master class, and there is no possible situation in which H can not be made to apply and as swiftly 
and surely strike the vital point and paralyze the opposition to the master's rule. 

We need not at this time trace the growth of the trade union from its smalt and local beginnings to 
its present national and international proportions; from the tittle group of hand-workers in the service, of 
an individual employer to tlic armies of organized and federated workers in allied industries controlled by 
cast corporations, syndicates and trusts.

The Non York court of uppeals ha* 
[declared the eight-hour law of that 
state, nhi.-h natures that contractor* 
engaged iu public work *hall routine 
I their cmpl iye* to an eight-lnmr work 
I tiny, to be unconstitutional. The

jority basing it* conclusion* on the 
ground that the act was contrary to 
the “due process of law” provision of 
jthc constitution. 

Whoa the eight ’ituir ordinance in 
Milwaukee was declared to bo void by 
a local judge oil the ground that it 
violated tin* charter provision requiring 
that contract* shall be let to the lowest 
bidder. The Daily New* took occasion 
to point out that the judge hud ignored 
the vital point—that if the council ha* 
the right to impose conditions under 
which public w irk shall he done, the 
lowest bidder i* the lowest, bidder that, 
complies with the condition* iin|H>*cd by 
the city, which in the ease at issue wiu 
the bidder that the court held to have 
been the highest bidder. 

The Daily News since then h:i« had 
its attention brought to a decision of 
tin* I'nitcd States supreme court that 
lakes the ground that The Daily News 
took iu its criticism of the local judge's 
decision.

Tli* "Trade School” is the latest trump which the breadrtnasters 
hone to play in their gbme with the workers. It is beinj; agitated in 
Milwaukee bv iho Merchants and Manufacturers’ association, hacked 
by tiie Parry jieoplo and the street railway company, which has be¬ 
come alarmed for the future and is anxious to help on anything that 
will give Labor a black eye and tend to “discipline” it Tor daring to 
enter the political arena. The superintendent of schools also has a 
finger in the pie, for no very particular reason save that he wants to 
be a good fellow with .the master olass. _ 

The “Trade School,” of course, doesn’t mean what the name im- 
plies.. It should be called a “School to Graduate Strike Breakers,” 
and is iiorn of the bread-masters’ inherent desire for low-wage work¬ 
men. The workers, through organization, have been able to increase 
their wages almost up to the decent living point, and now .the masters 
are agitating for “open shops” and against the “tyranny’! of trade 
unions, and the so-called Trade School idea is one of the manifesta¬ 
tions of this. They want fonr or five men for every job so wages will 
go down. The particular grievance the masters have against the unions 
in tills regard, was recently voiced by a Mr. Jeremiah Quin, of Milwau¬ 
kee, who said the trade unionists limited the number of apprentices in 
order to keep a monopoly of the jobs for themselves. To the unin¬ 
formed reader this would sound plausible and it might seem as if the 
unions were e. menace to the industrial development of society. But 
what is the other-side? Bishop Fallows, the other day, said tliai 
“unionism is the salvation of Labor,” and that means the salvation of 
society also. Let us see if the unions are not handling this apprentice¬ 
ship question wisely am in the public interest? Frank J. Weber, the 
progressive business agent of the progressive Milwaukee Federated 
Trades Council, has answered the question so lucidly that we cannot 
do better than quote his words: 

"Trade* unions limit the number of apprentices in order that each one shall 
be given a chance to complete his training in the trade. If a factor}- or em¬ 
ployer of labor is permitted to have any number of apprentices he will have a 
large number when work is rushing, but the moment work slackens up these 
boys will be turned out with just a little training in the trade, and when they 
start in for someone else they will have to begin ail over again. We limit 
the number and compel the employer to give the apprentices permanent worl 
for the required term, in this way avoiding filling the.rank* of labor with .in¬ 
competent men.” 

One of the things the Social-Democrats feel constrained to repeat 
over and over is that the capitalist system means insecurity not only 
for the workers, but also for the wealth monarehs as well. Verifications 
of this tome io light every day. The rich do not trust each other, or if 
they do they generally suffer for it. Lawson’s stories of High Finance 
show what a pack of ravening wolves the millionaires are, and how 
they are constantly clawing at each Ollier’s throat*. Moreover, one rich 
man may ride to ruin in his mad panting after gain and in his collapse 
carry others down with him. “Insecurity of life” is the inevitable 
motto of capitalism. There died in Milwaukee last week an old man 
who had been a pensioner on the Episcopal church, a penniless old 
man, who in former years had been one of the rich men of the town. 
We refer to ex-Banker David Ferguson, a man of good repute” as rich 
men wont, and possessed of many good personal qualities. Methodical 
in business, cautious, exact, versed in the logic of finance, trusted and 
sound, as that word is- used in business circles—yet lie died a beggar. 
He formerly occupied one of the finest mansions’ in the city, with 
spacious grounds and-flower gardens, and greenhouses. A look of 
degeneration lias come over the house, there is a sign “Boarding” nailed 
up on the front, and the greenhouses are simply empty frames of 
broken glass. David Ferguson supposed he had before’him a life of 
ease and security, just as everybody else thought. He was a man of 
financial stamina mid undoubtedly felt the supercilious inclinations 
of the man who has financially triumphed over his fellows. He had his 
capitalistic hatreds of labor agitators and of revolutionists who said the 
capitalist system meant insecurity for all and that it must he peaee^ 
ably altered- He whetted his indignations in this direction by his 
morning dope of Milwaukee Sentinel editorials, which told him that 
Socialists were Anarchists and that they wanted to abolish civilization 
and the American nation. And then a bank panic, due to the gambling 
called high finance, came along and David Ferguson’s financial sta¬ 
mina, that had filled him with such lord-like thoughts, was a rope of 
sand in its path, and down he went. It is a pitiful case. To taste the 
bitter broad of charity and to finally fill a charity grave'after a life of 
ease and elegance and contempt for the unsuccessful—and it Drcsents 
its lesson.
